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Machine-Worked Guns.

It is well known that from the great 
ordnance-making firm of Sir -William 
Armstrong & Co., there some time 
since emanated a proposition for al- 
most superseding human power in 
working the heavy guns that are now 
coming into vogue. Such a proposal 
camo none too soon, for with 35 and 
38 ton guns now in use, with a levia- 
than of 80 tons in process of manufac- 
ture, and still huger monsters loom 
ihg in the not distant future, it is clear 
that we must soon reach a point at 
which unaidod muscle and sinews 
would be altogether inadequate to per- 
form the operation of loading. The 
need being distinctly apparent, Mr 
George Randal, the managing partner 
of Sir William Armstrong & Co., set 
himaelf to apply it, and pressing in aid 
the almost incalculable power of hy 
draulic science, ho has devised a species 
of automatic loading gear which iB 
now about to undergo a crucial trial, 
through the result may be safely pre 
dieted before the demonstration ac- 
tually takes place. Hsr Majesty's tur- 
ret ship Thunderer, an improved De 
Tastation, which is now ready for sea 
in Portsmouth Harbor, carrios, like 
her great prototype, in her two turrets 
four of the heaviest guns yet made, 
and tojtwo of these the new^'automatic 
loading is buiug fitted. In tho after 
turret there are two 35-ton guns, work- 
ed on tho same principle as tho guns 
of tho Devastation, but in the fore 
turrot thero will be two of tho 38-ton 
guns, which are made throe foot long 
er to enable them to burn a heavier 
charge of powder. To work such a 
weapon with all tho mechanical ad- 
Tantages conferred by the best cariages 
and slides, would requira a gun de- 
tachment within the turret of 
23 men, whosa labor would be severe 
and comparatively slow. By the aid 
of tho now loading gear — of which is 
is only necessary to say it is a skilful 
adaption of well-known hydraulic prin- 
ciples, the motive power being a 30- 
horae power donkey engine beneath 
the turret-— throo men working ordin- 
ary locomotive lover hundlcs run the 
gun in and sponge out, raise the 70U 
lb. shot, ram that and the cartridge 
homo together, and, whore unusual 
olovation or depression is required, 
lower or rains bodily , gun, carriago, and 
nlide. Any detailed description would 
without drawings, fail to convey an 
accurate idea of the simple machinery 
that is applied to the ordinary pattern 
of slide and carriage used by tho tirm, 
but the main portion consists of an 
hydraulic cylindor beneath, which is 
used both for b.eaking the force of 
the recoil, and for running the gun in 
and out. For tho purpose of loading 
two holes are cut through the 14 in 
ches of iron forming the turret walls, 
just bolow tho fighting ports, inclining 
downwards at precisely tho same 
angle as the guns when drawn com 
pletely within the turrot and depress 
od to the loading position. When the 
foro turret is rotated so that the fight 
iug ports are in tho protected position 
lacing aft these two loading communi- 
cate with tho breast-work deck at a 
lateral angle of 3D degrees with the 
ship's keel, and with an angle of de 
pressiou of 12 dgrees. The loading hole 
is of tho Battle calibre as tho bore of tho 
gnn.and means are adopted to insure both 
being exactly co-incident when tho gun 
is fixed in tho loading position. Tl 
loading is performed by a long metal 
rammer terminating in a cylinder 
head, which is covered with suitable 
materials to act as the sponge. \V lien 
the rammer is thrust home to "search' 
tho gun after a discharge, a jet of 
water is discharged in tho powder 
chamber, so as effectually to extin- 
guish any of tho smouldering frag- 
ments of cartridge-case which so fre- 
quently gives riso to accidents with 
muzzle-loudors. Immediately beneath 
the loading-hole is a movable plat- 
form, working vertically with perfect 
accuracy on two polished parallel 
stoel rods fixed between tho breast 
work dock and tho deck above. Form- 
ing normally a portion of tho breast- 
work, this platform, hy tho simple 
movement of a lover, rises swiftly and 
Binoothly upward to a position imme- 
diately bolow tho loading holo. To 
bring the ponderous shot to this plat- 
form a minature railway runs in a gen- 
tle curTO to tho shot rack, which is in 
tho side of the shi2>, and tho hugo 
mass of niotal is tiltod on a littlo iron 
iwriogo or trolly, which is of itself a 



modol of ingenious adaptation. It 
consists of an under carriage on four 
wheols, which, by simply turning the 
T shaped traction handle, becomes 
firmly lockod to the rails, so as to con- 
teract any rolling or pitching motion 
that may take place while the shot is 
in transitu. The upper part of this 
carriago, which forms a bed for the 
shot, has two independent motions. 
First, it turns at right angles to the 
line of traction, and thon ia tiltod 
vertically by the handle. Each shot 
stands point upwards in the rack, on 
a base plate fitted with two movable 
lugs terminating in eyes, and when a 
shot is required for loading the trolly 
is run alongside it. Tho two motions, 
which are instantly performed, biing 
the shot bed into juxtaposition with 
tho shot, tho two lugs are then slip- 
ped over two corresponding studs on 
the shot bed, and the truck-handle, 
forming a powerful levor, two men 
easily trip it athwartships on the 
truck. A lateral movement of tho 
handle brings the shot fore and aft, 
the base pointing forward, and then 
tho trolly is wheeled along the rail- 
way to tho moveable platform. Here 
it is locked to the rails, and with a 
single movement of tho appropriate 
lever, platform, carriage, and shot 
riso steadily to the loading hole. Tho 
cartridgo has ineanwhilo been placed 
in the muzzle of tho gun, and when 
the shot has reached the proper alti- 
tude the metal rammer head, which is 
cuppod out to fit, takes the point of 
the shot and presses both steadily and 
firmly homo. 

Though the guns are not fixed in 
the Thunderor's turrets, the work of 
fitting the loading gear was so far 
completed that steam was got up on 
Thursday, and all the arrangements 
wore tested, everything working a 
merveille. The fitting of the four 
turrets has been performed under tho 
supervision of over-seers of the Arm- 
strong Company, by the shipwright 
department of tho dockyard, who 
have been greatly complimented for 
the admirable way in which the work 
is done. It is expected that the Thun- 
derer will bo roady for a practical 
trial of this important machinery in 
another ten days, when she will no 
doubt steam outsido tho Isle of Wight 
for short practico from both turrets. If 
the result is what may be fairly anti- 
cipated we may look for the speedy 
extension of a system which will put 
the touch to tho revolution which has 
taken place in regard to naval war- 
faro.

Shipment of American Iron to 
England. 

The Birmingham (Eugland) Tost' 
says:— "Much discussion was some 
timo ago occasioned respecting a ship- 
ment of American iron for sale and 
uso in England. At the time it was 
thought that finishod iron had heon 
sent across from tho States, but the 
explanation \ras that tho transaction 
had boen an experimental consign- 
ment of good pig iron. In fact, it was 
a lot of Alabama and Georgia pig, for 
which the makers had hoped to got 
£8 per ton, but that when sold in 
Liverpool did not realize more 
than £7 net. This figure, how- 
o-ver, loft profit, though but veiy 
small. We have authority for saying 
that the Cornwall Iron Company, of 
Cedar Bluff, Chcrolioo county, Alaba- 
ma, aro preparing to ship to tho same 
destination one hundred tons of their 
charcoal (pig) iron, and they have se- 
cured freight from Savannah to Liver- 
pool at ten shillings per ton. The 
comparative nearness in point of cost 
of this country to the pig-making fur- 
naces of the Southern Statos is to be 
observed in tho fact that the hist con- 
signment was convoyed to Liverpool 
at only one dollar a ton more than it 
would havo cost to take the same iron 
from" the furnaces to Cincinnati."

THE COFFER-DAM. 

Have the Government figured tho 
cost of a Dry Dock? Have thoy as- 
certained where the necessary funds 
are to come from ? Have they engag- 
ed a competent and experienced engi- 
neer to oversee the work ? Have they 
consulted with the two Governments 
from whom the money is to bo obtain- 
ed as to the class of Dock to be built ? 
Have they, in short, any well defined 
scheme for the construction of a dock? 
And if so, what is it? We have look- 
ed through the elaborate specifica- 
tions prepared by Mr. Morris. They 
are, as far as we can judge at present, 
plain to the scientific mind. So far 
so good. The specifications are the 
easiest part of the work. The most! 
etsential portion— the financial scheme 
— is nowhere to be fonnd. If it ever 
had an existence it has disappeared. 
It i» true we were told in the House 
that if the Province would build a dock 
that would be approved by the Im- 
perial engineers, that that Govern- 
ment, upon completion of the worki 
•would grant £50,000 towards its cost 
in consideration of the Imperial ships 
being docked therein free of charge for 
a long term of years. Next tho coun- 
try was told that the Canadian Gov- 
ernment had promised to "give" us 
$250,000 towards the same object; but 
•when our Premier asked for the money 
he was told that it was a loan at 5 per 
cent. In the House, in reply to a Yale 
member, whose conscience troubled 
him on the subject, Mr. Walkem said 
that if the Canadian money was not a 
gift the dock would not be commenc- 
ed. Now, if Mr. Walkem has since 
ascertained that tho Canadian money 
is a gift, ho is, in our opinion, deserv- 
ing of credit for an honest effort to 
commence a great and needed work, 
and he ought to lose no timo in com- 
municating to the public the welcome 
intelligence. But if he has found out 
that it is only to be had as a loan, or 
if he be still groping in tho thick fog 
of uncertainty, he must have broken 
faith with tho conscience-stricken 
member for Yale and has plunged into 
a sea of financial trouble which, soon- 
er or later, will overwhelm him. If 
however, he has found it necessary to 
borrow the money, lot us hope that 
Canada is not to be our creditor. At 
present Canada is in ourdobt for work 
unperformed in a sum running far in- 
to millious. Would it be wise, would 
it be politic, in us to approach tho 
Canadians for a loan with the balance 
of indebtedness so largely in our fav- 
or? The un wisdom of such a course 
is apparent. Confederation meant 
the Railway. The promise of the Bail' 
way secured the passage of tho Terms; 
and ii our Government, by going in 
debt to Canada, should place as so 
completely in her power as to still fur- 
ther loosen the Railway obliga/ion, 
the term "traitors ' would boa mild 
one to apply to thorn. If Canada refuses 
to give the money for tho Dock and it 
must ho borrowed let us exhaust 
every other market beforo placing our- 
selves in the powor of our debtor, es- 
pecially as tho House has already vot- 
ed to borrow nearly a million of dol- 
lars for road and bridge purposes. In 
any cano, we think tho Government 
owe it to thomselvos and the country 
;to seize an early opportunity to mako 
public tho financial schomo upon 
\which tho Dry Dock work is based.

Against another Indian for cutting and 
■wounding still another. 

Against James Brown for tho murdsr 
of nn Indian at English Bay. 

Tho first case called was that of a 
Chinaman who entered Mr. Ellard's store 
and tho Colonial. The evidence in this 
coro wa» published in full a short time 
since and need not be repeated. John 
waa found guilty and sentenced to seven 
years' penal servitude. 

Sick Jack was then put on trial for tho 
njurder of John Hall — both Indians. 

The evidence was all Indian and was 
not conclusive, the prisoner was ac- 
quitted. 

Mr. Courtney for tho prisoner. 

Douglas Bill (Indian) was then put on 
trial for cutting and wounding another 
Indian. Tho prisoner pleaded guilty and 
■was sentenced to a year'B imprisonment, 
to count from tho time of his arrest. 

Mr. Courtney for the prisoner, 

Yesterday, James Brown, charged with 
the murder of an Indian at English Bay, 
Was put iu tho dock. Mr. A. It. Robert- 
son, counsel for the prisoner, asked for a 
postponement iu order to produco cer- 
tain important witnesses. 

The Court then adjourned till Thurs- 
day morning, 20th inst. 

From tiie Worth 

The steamer Otter arrived at o'clock 
rast evening with Mrs. Hankin, Miss Mo- 
Anlev, and Messrs. Lane, Cunningham 
sud Hankin as passengers. The follow- 
ing account of the trip was kindly fur- 
nished us by Purser Elwyn: 

Left Victoria 10 a. m., May 4th; touch- 
ed at Alert Bay, Port Rupert, Bella Bel- 
la, Woodcock's Landing, and readied 
Wrangel 4 a. m.. May 8th. Left Wrangel 
2 p. m., May 9th; called at Fort Simpson, 
Eesington, Bella Bellu, Fort Rupert, 
Alert Bay; coaled at Departure Bay, and 
reached Victoria 9 p. m., May 15. 

Tho Stickeen river was not open when 
the Otter was at Wrangel, but largo 
quantities of ico was coming down and it 
was supposed to be rapidly breaking up. 

Tho Gertrude had already reached 
Wrangel in safety, and tho Glenora waB 
sighted between Point Stanhopo and Cape 
Onslow, about 45 miles from Wrangel. 

Passed the California iu Napean Sound 
2:30 a. in., 12th. 

The Otter brought down neither mails 
nor express from Cassiar. Johnstou loft 
Wraugol to try to get up tho river two 
days before the Ottor arrived. 

The work of registration in Now West- 
minster District is necessarily slow, ow 
ing to tho complicated forms prescribed 
by tho Government, and the impossibility 
of always having a J. P. at one's; elbow. 
Tho dinflatisfuction expressed is very 
great and it would bo a wiso thing for tho 
Government to recall tho proclamation 
and fall back on the old system.

Editor Colonist:— No doubt you 
and jour readers nro aware that n 
small appropriation of the mo.uoy bor- 
rowed by tho Government last year, 
was devoted to opening up a road 
between Oowichan and Nanaimo. I» 
fact, enough was spout to put tinea 
sections under contract, and tho aot- 
tleis of Oowichan were given to under- 
stand that the Government intended 
letting tho remaining throo sections 
this year so that wo should, by tho end 
of this summer, havo a good through 
road to Nanaimo. Of course, tho peo- 
ple of Cowichan woro well satislied 
with tho policy tho Government had 
adopted with regard to the commonco- 
rrcnt of tho road last year; but tho 
promise of finishing it during tho pro- 
sent year seems likely to bo repudiated 
in tho most barefaced and dishonest 
maL ner. A woek or two ago two Gov- 
ernment surveyors wore up hero, as the 
sottlers thought with tho intention of 
surveying and locating tho rest of the 
road; but after locating a bridgo across 
tho Cheinainus river they left, having 
given parties who questioned them to 
understand that the bridge was all 
that the Government intended to build 
this year. It may be urged by par- 
tisans of tho Government that there 
are good local roads connecting tho 
three sections of the trunk road which 
aro nearly finished; but this is not tho 
case. The local roads are but sled- 
trails mado ID and 12 yours ago, and 
very bad trails at that, as the Chief 
Commissioner well knows. Besides, 
what is tho use of making a few miles 
of good road at one place, and another 
fow a great distance off. Thero is no 
doubt that when the time comes for 
the money borrowed by Government 
last year and this to bo repaid that the 
settlers of Oowichan and of tho East 
Coast will havo to pay their share of it, 
principal aud interest, so that it is no- 
thing but their riglit that they should 
share in the beneBts of the expenditure 
now. In conclusion, 1 would say, lot the 
Government finish tho road according to 
their promise, and not leave such apiece 
of patchwork as tho roud ia now to be a 
disgrace to tho country and a lasting 
monument of their own dishonesty and 
want of good faith.

Editor Colonist:— It's as good as a 
play to watch the twisting and windings 
of somo members of the City Couuoil on 
the waterpipo question. 

At first they wero loud-mouthed advo- 
cates of having tho work done by tho day, 
boldly affirming that it was not possible 
to have a good and honest job done by 
contract. 

Now those worthies go in for leaving it 
all to tho right feeling and conscience of 
tho contractor. So long as tho pipes 
hold water for six months or a year after 
ho is through they profess themselves sa- 
tisfied. They not only adv >cat-3 this, but 
resort to all kinds of subterfuges to pro- 
vent inspection and gain delay. 

First, Drummond took a full week to 
consider his casting voto, Then at tho 
last Council meeting the old fox Gowen 
had a convenient motion to adjourn, This 
was attempted to be carried out in the 
most high-handed manner by the Mayor. 
Then when an extraordinary meeting to 
reconsider was called in tho usual maimer 
the Mayor raked up an old rusty by-law 
to postpone it three days. 

Tho game is this: In a few days one- 
sixth of tho distsnoe (not one-third as has 
neon falsely stated), or about a mile, will 
havo bepn laid and connected with the 
dam. This is tho section subjected to loast 
pressure. Water will bs turned into it; if 
it holds it a great flourish of trumpets 
will bo made aud the Council and public 
lulled to Bleep if possible, so as to allow 
the rest of the work to be done in any 
way that suits the parties interested in the 
contract. 

Why should tbeso men so work against 
tho city's interest and in favor of the con- 
tractors ? 

Is it because Gowen is interested in the 
lease of the Spring Ridgo Water Work" ? 
Is it because the contractor was up to the 
date of getting this job an emploj o of that 
concern? From his intimate relations 
with the senior Gotinoillor.had he peculiar 
advantages in knowing that his work 
would not be inspected. and that he could 
put any kmd of packing or amount of 
lead ho pleased ? In taking tho uncon 
tradieted statement in the Standard, every 
day's delay gives him a chance of saving 
forty or fifty dollars in material. 

Is thero anything lisiiy in the contract 
itself, that they mauoouvro so to prevent 
it being brought to light? 

It is to be hoped that tho respeotable 
and responsible members of tho Council 
will see to having this business done pro- 
perly, iu order to make the water works 
the tirst-class job it, was designed to hp.

LAST NIGHFSJISPATCHES. 

Eastern States. 

CmcAOO, May 1-1. — The order of 
Judge Blanchard of tho U. S. District 
Court, for tho sale at auction of tho 
Northern Pacific Railroad wuh on tho 
orner of Jay Cooko & Charlemango 
Howes, holders of the first mortgago 
bonds. The sale of land and land- 
grants and other property in the sev- 
eral states and territories in which they 
are located will bo held on tho first 
Monday in August at tho Custom 
Houho hero. 

Roports from portions of Minnesota, 
Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska, stato 
that grasshoppers aro alroady dovasta- 
the country of evory groon thing and 
that farmers are greatly discouraged. 
The pests seem to ho young, at least 
thoy aro very small, ranging from tho 
sizo of a flea to that of a common house- 
fly, but their destructive powor ap- 
pears quite as great as those of tho 
full grown insect. Gentlemen who 
have recently been throughout tho 
Southern Missouri say the grasshop- 
pers aro devouring everything groon 
in that section. Tho people are panic 
stricken. Cattle and horses aro dy- 
ing by the hundreds of starvation. 
They can find nothing to eat, not even 
iu tho woods, as the grasshoppers 
have eaten the leaves ofT the trees. In 
Minnesota tho investigation by the 
reporter of tho St. Paul "Press," 
sent out especially for the purpose, 
shows so far only a portion of four 
aountries are troubled with tho posts, 
but the deposits of oggs are found in 
other sections, and sorioua damage to 
crops ia feared. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 14.— Gen. 
Tracy to-day received a dispatch from 
Fort Raudall, announcing that Lieut. 
Armstrong has just brought in An- 
drew Wharton's party from the Black 
Hills, from Sioux City, consisting of 
forty-two men, six wagons and 2'2 
horses. The party had reached with- 
in GO miles of Huruey'a Peak. 

Washington, March. 14. — Tho whis- 
key frauds are still receiving tho at- 
tention of tho Treasury Department, 
and solicitor "Wilson is continually 
unearthing new frauds from the re- 
cords. The evidence was discovered 
to-day, against tho Union Copper Dis- 
tiller}' of Chicago and 1-10 barrels of 
spirits wero seized at their works 
here; thero had been 300 barrels also 
seized in St. Louis 011 April the 3rd.

Losdok, May 14, — Tho Innmu Line 
steamship City of Brussels, which 
sailed yesterday from Liverpool for 
New York, wont ashore on tho Irish 
coast; but got off without damage or 
assistance, and "proceeded on her way.

Cowf.s, Monday Night. 
As tho Queen is now in residence at 
her marine homo ill the lslo of Wight, 
and as Captain Doyton exhibited his 
life dress and its capabilities before 
Her Majesty this morning in tho Me- 
dina, it is, 1 presume, quite competent 
for me to write of the matter aa an 
appearance of tho young American 
lifo-g«vpr ut tho Court of tlio English 
Sovereign. And surely never did bu- 
reau being aforetime present himself 
at Court in such a costume as tho in- 
diaruubcr miit in which Captaiu Boy- 
ton made his bow to tho Queen on 
the quarter-deck of tho Royal yacht, 
where for tho time the Court was held. 
In quiet, unpretending Cowos tho 
world moves bo slow that nothing waa 
known of the intended exhibition un- 
til it bad actually oominoncod. It 
was "private view,' 1 and tho socrot 
had Wen well kept. * * * * 
Upon tho Alberta's decks ladies and 
geatlcraen begun to gather shortly bo- 
fore this hour, persons who, as every 
Cowcs man and woman know, belong- 
ed to the Royal household. And lo! 
in HjQU - midst, having emerged from 
the Alberta's "'twoen decks," tdoud a 
towering figure in ft BhUY grey suit, 
and at a distance vosembling the per. 
nonationa.aa wo see thorn on tho stage, 
of somo fully mailed crusader. Boon, 
Biraulttvueonsly, what appeared to be 
small oanisiera were run up at each of 
the Alberta's masts, and also at the 
flag-polo on tho Tiiuity-gre-on ; the in- 
itiated — and wo twe bunting wise 
at Cowes, - know they were neatly fold- 
ed Hags Giubjomatio of the presence of 
Royalty, us noon as thoy were display- 
ed to view. Tho Queen, as tho gossip- 
per had declared, waa punotaul; she 
drove in au open waggonette with 
Pwnoeas Beatrice and Prince Leopold, 
in tho Trinity Wharf molosuro on the 
stroke of eleven, and tho Royal Stand- 
ard immediately flaunted out its richly 
coloured folds, As she stopped on 
borrd the Albert* tho Hags, in such 
caso mado and provided, opened liko 
blossoms from tho bud, at fore, main, 
and mizzen trucks. The crusade- 
looking figure, armed now with a 
double blarled paddle, and solf pro- 
claimed therefore as Captain Boy ton, 
was, without losuof timo, escorted to 
the quarter-deck, where ho bowed low 
to the Queen, and tho Halutation hav- 
ing boon responded to, tho amphibu- 
ous gentleman walked down tho Al- 
berta's gangway and plumped forth- 
with iuto tho' rolling rivor. 



yachtsmen, who had previously assist- 
tod him iu "fixing" his apparatus, now 
attended upon liim in boats, handed 
him his various properties, and gonor- 
ally made themselves useful according 
as the American citizen required. Cap" 
tain Boyton, flying tho English col- 
ours from tho foot socket.first paddled 
to the buoy in the tideway, unshipped 
his American flag, and opened that 
apparently inexhaustible locker. Affix- 
ing a small squaro sail to his feet, ho 
ran back beforo the wind to the Royal 
yacht at a prodigious rate; then ho 
returned to the inexhaustible buoy 
and took out a carrier pigeon, 
which ho despatched to show 
ono of tho uses to which tho appra- 
tus may be applied. Hammer and 
axo woro next brought to light, and, 
proceeding with these to throo or four 
planks aud balks of wood floating a 
littlo beyond his buoy, tho performer 
chopped aud hammered and lashed 
until a servicablo raft was completed. 
At this stage of tho programme tho 
stars and stripes got adrift, and be- 
trayod an unkind haste to find the 
middle of the Solent, whereupon a 
crow of tho Alberta's men went in pur- 
suit, rescued the Republican banner, 
and tenderly shook tho briny wave 
from its texture. Returning now to 
his floating storehouse, Capt. Boyton 
secured knife and fork and eating and 
drinking utensils, certifying by adroit- 
ly using the raft that there aro other 
eligible dinner tables than those made 
of orthodox Spanish mahogany. A 
coxswain in one of tho boats passed 
him a fishing-rod, and somehow — the 
romantic history of a certain Roman 
yenoral and dusky queen naturally 
crosses the mind — in a surprisingly 
short space of time the floating ang- 
ler hauled out a fish, which looked 
alivo and even kicking. Then came 
discharges of rockets, and Romau 
candles, and finally Captain Boyton 
kindled his cigar, hoistod his opened 
umbrella.and read tho morning's news- 
paper, battling all tho while against 
a heavy current which, as wo specta- 
tors on the western shoro could see,, 
had teased him throughout. 

All tho feats wero most success- 
fully performed, and tho Queen and 
Princess, loaning, during the greatest 
portion of tho half-hour over tho bul- 
warks of the yacht, watched them with 
every manifestation of pleasure and 
interest. When Captain Boyton, 
streaming wet, ascended tho stops, he 
hurried below, got out of his artificial 
skin, and came upon the quarter-deck 
to receive the Queen's congratulations; 
with thorn ho also received an order 
for a Boyton suit, to bo made henco- 
forth an essential feature of tho yacht's 
equipment, and a request that a tele- 
gram announcing tho result of hispro- 
posed trip across tho channel should 
be despatched at the earliest moment 
to Osborno. Afterwards tho Royal 
party sent a second time for him, * to 
inspect tho dress aud havo its princi- 
ples oxpluined to them. Her Majesty, 
everybody was delighted to perceive, 
looked ia tho host of health, and wore 
hor usual black, with white fur round 
tho neok. The Princess was well 
wrapped up against the cold wind, 
which even a bright sun could not do- 
privo of a very biting humor. Prince 
Leopold appeared to be not wholly re- 
covered from his recent illness, Tho 
Royal party, having boon afloat nearly 
forty minutes, drove back to Osborne 
through tho dingy little East Cowos 
street, by which the Queen's carriages 
havo to make a detour in order to 
roach tho broad drive. A direct road 
it is hoped will shortly be mado from 
the carriage way to the private land- 
ing-place, This is a very busy period 
for Cowos, bocausa the yachts are be- 
ing mado ready for tho season, and the 
crows are mostly eng'nged, The news 
of the Queen's visit to the riv/er accord- 
ingly soon spread among.-,ttho seamen 
and shipwrights aud others, so that 
although thero were very few specta- 
tors to witness the beginning of the 
experiments, considerable crowds had 
oollected towards their termination.
